$332,000, among the increases’ being 
Winyah bay, South Carplina, $40,000;

MRS. STANFORD 
DIES OF POISON 


Continued From First Page. 


because an attempt had been made on 
my life, an attempt to poison me; and 
enough poison was used to kill twenty 
persons.” ' 

“Mrs. Stanford seemed to be greatly 
affected,’”’ said Mrs. Highton. “I sought 
to disabuse her mind of the idea, as I 
feared it might be only a delusion, Dut 
Mrs. Stanford talked so rational about 
the attempt on her life, that I do not 
now hold the belief that it was a mere 
fancy of hers. I was uneasy after this 
talk with Mrs. Stanford, and wrote to 
common friends jn San Francisco regard- 
ing the matter. They told me they feared 
such attempt had been made, no names, 
however, being mentioned.”’ 

Dr. Humphries made the following 
statement to the Associated Press: 

“When I was called in I found Mrs. 
Stanford’ in convulsions, and applied the 
quickest remedies, but it was not possi- 
ble to gave her life. Mrs. Stanford said 
to me: 

‘Doctor, I have been poisoned.’ 

“Mrs. Stanford's condition seemed to 
indicate strychnine poisoning. Between 
convulsions her mind was unusually ac- 
tive, and she said: 

“This is the second time they have 
tried jt. They tried it last January, and 
I came here to avoid them.’ 

“IT tasted the contents of the bottle,” 
continued Dr. Humphries. ‘Before mak- 
ing an analysis I am unable to swear 
that it contained strychnine, but [| feel 
sure that it does contain strychnine.’ 

Attempt Made in ’Frisco. 

San Francisco, March |.—On the /8th 
of last month it was reported that an 
attempt had been made to murder Mrs. 
Stanford by means of poison placed in a 
bottle of mineral water at her home on 
California street, in this city. @ Was 
stated she had taken three drinks of the 
deadly mixture, but the poison had been 
used in such large quantities that it 
served as its own emetic, 

Mrs. Stanford was taken violently ill 
and medical aid was summoned, The 
contents of her stomach and the water 
remaining in the bottle Were analyzed 
and sufficient strychnine to have Kiiled 
three persons was found. Mrs. Stanford 
first drank of the water on January 14 
and from that time her health declined. 
Although the’ story of the attempt to 
poison her was powitively denied, persist- 
ent rumors regamiing the matter were 
circulated. 

She sailed for the Orient on the staem- 
er Korea theo weeks ago and it was be- 
lieved by ‘her friends here that the voy- 
age would result in her complete Tresto- 
ration to health. No one lad access 
to Mrs. Stanford’s apartments in this 
city except members of ter household, 
and thoulgh many theories were advanced 
the detectives who investigated the af- 
fair did not announrce the discovery of 
any motive for the attempted murder, 
if indeed, the poison had been intended 
for Mrs. Stanford at tall. 


Will Close University. 


The body of Mrs. Stanford ‘will be Te- 
turned from Honolulu by the first steam- 
er. Until its arrival it is probable the 
university wil] remain closed. The funer- 
al will take place from the Stanford 
(Memoria] church, and interment ‘will be 
made in the Stanford mauseoleum on 
the campus. The death of Mrs. Stanford 
will stop all student acfivities that rave 
been scheduled for the next few days. 

President David Jordan, when inter- 
viewed this morning, stated that the 
death of Mrs. Stanford would result in 
no change whatever of the poucy of the 
unfversity; that fhings have been in the 
hands of the board of trustees for gome 
time past and that the trustees are in 
entire sympathy with Mrs. Stanford's 
wishes. 

Mrs. Jane Lathrop Stanford was born 
in Albany, N. Y., in 1825. She married 
Leland Stanford, who later became one 
of the builders of the Central Pacitto 
railroad and accumujated an immense 
fortune.. Ags the wife of governor and 
later Senator Stanford, Mre. Stanford for 
many years took a prominent part in 
social affairs. She cooperated with her 
husband in the founding of Leland Stan- 
ford, Jr., ‘university, and after the sen- 
ator’s death devoted therself almost en- 
tirely to the interests of the university. 

Although the Immense endowment of 
nearly $20,000,000 made by Senator and 
Mrs. Stanford was placed in the hands 
of trustees, Mrs. Stanford, until the time 
of her. death, had control of the funds 
and <the appointment of the trustees. 
Almost tthe entire Stanford fortune now 
goes to the university. Mrs. Stanford 
had but one child, a son, Who died at 
an early age, g@nd in memory of whom 
the Leland Stanford, Jr., university was 
founded. 

Montford §. Wilson, attorney for Mrs. 
Stanford, stated to the Associated Press 
that he thought Mns. Stanford had died 
from natural causes. 

While not denying that an investiga- 
tion had been made here of Mrs. Stan- 
ford’s illness, he said that the stories 
cinculated about jt were sensational] and 
mostly without foundation.

The Griffin petition asks that a flat 
reduction of 20 per cenit be made in the 
railroad commission’s standard tariff. 
Griffin is not asking for rates to benefit 
that city alone, as will be readily ap- 
parent, but she wants rates reduced all 
over the state and in every direction. 

The petition asking this reduction in 


the standard tariff comes from W. H. 


Brewer, secretary of the Griffin board 
of trade, and is signed by forty to fifty 
prominent business men and citizens of 
that city. 

The standard tariff, as is well known, 
is a system of rates based on distances, 
above which the railroads are not al- 
lowed to charge within the state. But 
by reductions of these standard tariff 
rates between certain points, and letting 
them remain practically the same be- 
tween other points, or making very slight 
reductions, a new system of rates has 
been brought about which, it is claimed, 
discriminates unjustly against many 
points in the state. While this 20 per 
cent reduction would scarcely wipe out 
the alleged discriminations, it would, no 
doubt, greatly reduce them, 

The Griffin petition is based on the 
ground that the present rates allowed 
by the standard tariff which were made 
some twenty-five years ago are unreason- 
able and unjust. The commission may 
take the matter up at its next meeting, 
which will be held on March 8. 

‘In the meantime Vice President W. A. 
Winburn, of the Centraw of Georgta 
Railway Company, and other prominent 
rallroad traffic officials are working on a 
revision of the Georgia rates, in accord- 
ance with an agreement entered into 
with the raflroad commission, and it is 
expected that an important announce- 
ment will be forthcoming within tne 
next few days. 


Insurance Statements. 

Today is the iast day for filing with 
the governor the regular semi-annual 
statements of insurance companies as 
required by law, and all which have not

Up to yesterday all but fourteen of 
the regular fire and life insurance com- 
panies had filed their semi-annual state- 
ments with the governor along with 
proofs of their publication. It !s prob- 
able that most of the remaining com- 
panies will be heard from today, and 
those which fail to come forward will 
likely drop out of the Georgia field. 

The law requires that these seml-an- 
nual statements shall-be filed with the 
governor within sixty days from January 
! and July |! of each year, and those 
companies which fall to comply are de- 
nied the right to do business in the state 
for the remainder of the year. As a 
rule a strict compliance with the law 
is exacted, but sometimes the time fs 
extended where good cause can be shown 
to the governor as to the necessity for it.
